Nay, this 
their ideal Bravery ſo ſtrongly glow'd in 
each Man's Breaſt, that it became not only 
their eternal Converſation by Day, but, by 
their own Confeflions, was the Subject of 
their pleaſing Dreams by Night. Nor were 
their mighty Acts to be perform'd by Sea

diſcovered another Veſſel com ing from the 
North, before the Wind, which at firſt 
made like a Ship, but afterwards proved a 
a Snow about 130 Tons, with an Enghſh 


| Enſign flying, as a Signal they wanted a 


Pilot, who haled them in Engliſb with a 


8 g Trumpet, bidding them not be a- 


id, but come on Board, for they wanted 


a Pilot; accordingly they went along Side 


the Veſſel, which they found to be a Pri- 


vateer, they then begged for Quarter in the 
ſtrongeſt Terms, offereqto ſurrender them- 


ſelves Priſoners of War, or to ranſom them- 
ſelves, but they were abſolutely refuſed 
Quarter, and though they were naked, un- 
armed Men, the cruel Crew: of the Priva- 
teer, fired a whole Volley of Small Arms 
into the Boat, and killed one Jahn Newell 
outright, fired again ſeveral Times, wound- 
ed-another, one. Thomas Norton, who died 
next Day, .and wounded a third, by a Shot 
Heh. Its Arm; 3 "IP finding the merci- 
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1 
leſs Crew would give no Quarter, the Re- 
mainder fell flat down, as though they had 


been killed, and let the Boat drive, till 


they were ſome Diſtance from the Privateer, 
who went in Purſuit of the Dani ſb Veſſel, 
and they got a-ſhore-at South. 

The nr did not reign long after 
this barbarous Action, bei ing ſoon met 
with by the Hound Sloop of War, Capt. 
Gordon, whom they fought deſperately 
Yard-Arm and Yard-Arm three Glaſſes, 
Capt. Gordon called to them ſeveral times to 
ſtrike; or expect no Quarter; but they 
made no other Anſwer than, "You may be 
damn'd, iu very good Engliſb, and ſtill kept 
firing on till .they had ten of their Men 
killed, about 15 wounded, and their Deck 


ran with Blood, they at length ſtruck ; the 


Hound had none killed, only two wounded 3 
but when the French Captain came on Board 


the Hound Sloop and ſaw their Force, he 


ſtormed like a mad Man, and ſwore in very 
good Enghſh, damn his Blood, if he had 
known they were no ſtronger, he would
